After the struggle | observed Officer Mooney walk inside the 
theater ticket area. He appeared to be short of breath and he 
told me he was over heated. 


| walked him inside the ticket area to a cooler location and had 
him sit down. | contacted the LAFD Fire Captain and advised 
him of Officers Mooney’s present condition along with his past 
medical history. LAFD Paramedics at the scene checked 
Mooney’s blood pressure and administered Oxygen while 
checking his vitals. Officer Mooney completed his patrol shift 
at 2030 hours. 


During the struggle with the subject, Officer Mooney’s 
personal watch band was broken and the watch was lost. We 
attempted to locate the watch with negative results. (Casio 
watch appox $60.00 in value)
